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Letter from the Late Prealdent Lincoln. 

A letter from«tbe late President Lincoln, 
dated at Springfield in July, 1859, and ad- 
dressed to a gentleman in Columbus, Ohio, 
is published in the Cincinnati Commercial. 
This letter was written in reply to a propo- 
sition made to Mr. Lincoln to become a 
candidate for the Presidency, in conse- 
quence of the dissatisfaction then felt at 
the rejection of Judge Swan for refusing, 
in the Oberlin fugitive slave cases, to sanc- 
tion the doctrine of resistance by State nul- 
lification to an obnoxious law held valid 
by the Supreme Court of the United States. 
Mr. Lincoln's answer was as follows : 

* * • Two things done by the Obio Re- 
publican Convention; namely, tbe repudia- 
tion of Judge Swan and the "plank" for a 
repeal of the Fugitive Slave law — I very 
much regretted. These two things are of a 
piece, and tbey are viewed by many good 
men, sincerely opposed to shivery, ss a 
struggle against and in disregard of tbe 
Constitution itself; and it is the very thing 
that will greatly endanger our cause it it be 
not kept out of our national con ven Lion. 
There is another thing our triends are doing 
which gives me some uneasiness. It is 
their leaning toward "popular sovereignty.'' 
There are three substantial objections to 
this: First, i

"Secondly, Douglas (who is the most dan- 
gerous enemy of liberty, because tbe most 
insidious one,) would have but little sup- 
port in the North; and, by consequence, no 
capital to trade on in the South, if it were 
not fox our friends thus magnifying him 
and his humbug. But lastly, and chietiy, 
Douglas's popular sovereignty, accepted by 
the public mind as a great principle, na- 
tionalizes slsvery, and revives tbe African 
slave trade inevitably.

Try a thousand years for a sound reason 
wbv Congress shall not hinder tbe people 
of Kansas from having slaves, and when 
you have found it, it will be an equally 
good one why Congress should not hinder 
the people of Georgia from importing slaves 
from Africa.

Disltbjbut*on ok the Sexes.— The uuni 
ber of males in the United States is 13,68o, 
854, against 13,004,372 females, showing 681,- 
462 excess of males, according to the 
of 1860; so that there is now more 
man to every woman, in spite of the loss by 
the war. In Europe, exclusive of Russia, 
Turkey, Prussia, Switzerland and Austria, 
there are 51,350,71*6 males and 52,3*6,918 fe- 
males showing an excess of 996,122 females. 
This difference in Europe is Iccountcd for 
by tbe fact that 942,068 more males than fe- 
males have emigrated to America. That 
accounts for the excess of males in this 
country. Had it not been for this we should 
have near 300,000 more females than males. 
Had the emigration of the sexe3 been equal 
there would be in Europe about 100,000 
more females than males; so that this coun- 
try is far more favorable than Europe to 
the increase and preservation of females.

The Alabama Congressmen. 

The Chattanooga Gazette of the 25th fur- 
nishes a condensed account of the antece- 
dents and present status of the members 
just elected by tbe rebels of Alabama to tbe 
United States Congress, as follows: 

Mr. C. C. Langdon, the member elect to 
Congress from the First District, is a North- 
ern man by birtb, and was, for many years, 
editor of the old Whig organ at Mobile, the 
Advertiser. He was a supporter of Bell 
and Everett in I860, and a member of the 
recent State Convention. He got mixed up 
with the rebellion, and cannot take the 
oath. He defeated Mr. Matthews, an origi- 
nal Union man, and another competitor who 
had served in the rebel army. 

Mr. George C. Freeman, elected in the 
Second District, was a supporter of Bell and 
Everett in 1860, and opposed secession. 
But he joined the rebel army, and lost a 
leg. 

Gen. C. A. Battle, elected^in the Third 
District, was an original secessionist and 
supporter of Breckinridge. Heserved with 
some distinction in tbe rebel army. He de- 
feated three conservatives, Ligon, Reese 
and Hamil. 

Hon. Jos. W. Taylor, elected in thetFourth 
District, was a Bell and Everett man in 
1860, and has always been conservative in 
bis political sentiments. Tie is an able law- 
yer, a high-minded gentleman, and the 
ablest man on the ticket. The old citizen* 
of Chattanooga will remember Col. Taylor 
in connection with a very able speech which 
he made at the court house in this city dur- 
ing the Presidential campaign, in which 
he depicted graphically the horrors of civil 
war. 

Col. J. M. Sheid, elected in the Sixth Dis- 
trict, is a man of moderate ability. He is 
from Coffee county, Term., whence he emi- 
grated to Alabama, after the war. 

Hon. Thomas J. Foster, elected in the 
Seventh District, was a member of the rebel 
Congress. He is a gentleman of respecta- 
ble talents, of oievated character, and en- 
gaging manners. Ho wns pardoned by the 
President a short time ngo. He beat Gen. 
Garth, of Morgan, and Mr. Sheets.

Amount or Paper Currency in Circu 
lation.— The Washington correspondent 
of the Commercial Advertiser says: 

"It is estimated at the Treasury Depart 
inent that the amount of paper in clrcula 
tien on the 1st of July, 1866, will be 1890, 
000,000, which is double the aggregate 
amount of specie and paper in circulation 
before the war. But if the Secretary of the 
Treasury oommenoes at once to fund the 
1650,000,000, of this which is in legal tender 
notes and fractional currency, it can be 
withdrawn before 1870, leaving .300,000,000 
of National Bank currency, which, with 
the 1250,000,000 in specie doubtless in the 
country, may be sufficient for tbe wants of 
the business community. Tf not sufficient 
$100,000,000 of the legaT-tonder notes may 
bo retained."

It will be l rite rating to Mechanics to hear 
--ndensed air is to be tried ss a motive 
power on the street cars between Albany and 
Want Troy. A car will be ready in a tew 
days for the experiment. The Troy Times 
■*7*— "The air is to be compressed at each 
end of the route, and placed in reservoirs- 
which look like exaggerated soda fountains. 
Tne reservoirs are to be cast iron, snd sble 
u> resist a pressure of three hundred pounds 
to the square inch. Each car is to be sup- 
plied with one or more of these reservors 
at each end of the route— the compressed 
afe on each car being sufficent to run a 
distance of ten miles. The compressed air 
is to be applied to a crank on the cars in a 
manner similar to steam, and is to be reir- 
ulatedby govenors, that a uniform rate of 
speed may be maintained at all times 
M itn compressed air it is supposed that cars 
may be run at an expense not exceeding 
two dollars a day each. This would prove 
• saving to the road, and in the end 
would revolutionise street railroad manage-

Time hath 
another victory ! We wish we had full 
files, of Democrat papers to refer to, of a 
few years back, to show by contrast and quo- 
tation*^, the magnitude of the vict >ry. But 
recollection will suffice to carry us back to 
the period when the Democracy, as a party, 
headed by their President, Cabinet and 
Congress, were laboring to foist upon poor

Washington, Nov. 27.— It is ascertained 
that but comparatively few of tbe creden- 
tials of the members elect of the House of 
Representatives have be»n received either 
from the late insurrectionary or the other 
States; therefore the clerk of the House has 
not prepared a list of members and will not 
probably do so before Saturday. No cre- 
dentials have been received from the late 
insurrectionary States, excepting from Vir- 
ginia and part ol Tennessee.

Philadbxphia, Nov. 27.— A large and 
brilliant audience assembled at the Acade- 
my of Music to-night on occasion of the de- 
livery of a lecture by Hon. Schuyler Col- 
fax, under the auspices of the Press Club of 
Philadelphia. The subject being "Across 
the Continent." Mr. Colfax, in opening, 
said? It was by mistake he was announced 
to Bpeak on tho duties of the next Congress. 
He had already spoken oh that subject, and 
had only to say he had nothing io take 
back and nothing to add, except that the 
only safe pathway in which patriots could 
move was their duty to our beloved coun- 
try, and alluding to the sympathy of Russia 
so open and widely expressed to this coun- 
try during our recent troubles. 

He trusted that when Old World and New 
spdak together over the Russo- American 
telegraph we would not forget in the first 
dispatch to recognise the unfaltering friend- 
ship of that nationi He then proceeded to 
give a most graphic description of his reeent 
journey of 13,000 miles. The road across 
the plains to Colorado seemed formed by 
nature for a railroad; to show the pecuniary 
success or the road, he stated it was already 
paying 32 per cent. 

Mentioning an incident in the early life of 
Sheridan, when in command of a block- 
house on the Pacific he cut his way through 
the surrounding force of Indians. The name 
of the General was a storm of npplause, 
lasting several minutes. 

Wnen Mr. C. resumed, he said thev had 
the right to applaud him. In a recent con- 
versation with Gen. Grant, the latter dis- 
cribed Gen. Sheridan ns one of the finest, 
br t vest and most successful generals in the 
world. In describing his return trip by 
sea, he spoke of passing through the lie- 
public of Mexico. He called it the Republic, 
because he recognized no rightful Empire 
there. This w«»s greeted with deafening 
applause, long continued and repeated. 

Mr. C. then returned to his Interesting 
description of his interview with Brigham 
Young, with whom he advised to have an- 
other revelation soon, prohibiting polyga- 
my. Brigham replied, he would be glad to 
have such a revelation, but some of his fol- 
lowers were not so disposed. 

MT. C. thought it was time to draw a line 
of distinction, the Mormons should be al- 
lowed freedom of religious belief, but should 
be taught that there muat be a limit put to 
their revelations. 

The lecture closed with a beautiful pero- 
ration on the benefit of Pacific Railroad. 



I rom ihe City of Mexico— War with the 
United States Considered Piobable. 

Nkw Yobk, Nov. 27.— Parties who left 
the City of Mexico on tbe 6th state that 
most of tbe public meh and politicians in 
in that city looked upon war with the 
United States as quite probable, and Were 
making preparations in consequence. The 
violation of neutrality by a few Federal 
soldiers on the Rio Grande was considered 
as the forerunner of invasion on a large 
scalo, and the dispatch of Gen. Weitzel to 
Gen. Steele as indicating clearly that the 
intention of the Federal authorities was to 
provoke war with Mexico. Several Cabi- 
met meetings had been held in which the 
question of war with the United States was 
agitated. The decision of the Cabinet was 
that serious apprehensions were entertained 
on that subject, and that it was not too soon 
to take the measures of precaution required 
for the defense of tbe country against for- 
eigu aggression. The resolution of the 
Cabinefhad, howexer, been anticipated by 
Marshal Bagena, who, for the last six 
months had looked upon war wl'h this 
country as unavoidable, and who has, in 
consequence, prepared himself for such 
emergency. By his orders several points 
have been fortified; others are actually re- 
ceiving their contingent in men, guns and 
ammunition.

Thb River was still falling yesterday 
with only three feet eix inches water in the 
canal, by the mark, in the evening. Dur- 
ing the previous twenty-tour hours it had 
fallen about two inches at the head of the 
talis, and six inches at Portland. The 
weather was clear, and quite cool all day, 
with heavy frosts in the morning, and tbe 
the thermometer at 40 at noon. 

The river at Cincinnati yesterday had 
fallen three inches. At Pittsburg the river 
was rising slowly yesterday with four feet 
three inches water in the channel by the 
pier mark, and cloudy weather. 

There is no rise in the Cumberland, and 
navigation to that garter is still sus- 
pended. 

We are assured by Messrs. Montcalm A 
Levi, the agents of the steamer Harry 
Dean, that the freight hauled to tbe wharf 
Saturday was not for that boat at all. Capt. 
Miller, ot the Harry Dean, a very compe- 
tent and attentive boatman, telegraphed to 
bis agents from Cincinnati that he could 
not take a pound of freight, but would ac- 
commodate passengers. Therefore the 
strictures in tbe Press, Monday, upon tbe 
officers of Lbs Harry Dean were wholly 
wrong, and misplaced. 

Cincinnati boats, or boatmen, as a general 
rule, are ready and very anxious to accom- 
modate our merchants and shippers when- 
ever business is dull at home. Then they 
can take and have taken freights on very 
accommodating terms, especially it a Lou- 
isville boat is in port, or expected. When- 
even there are no Louisville boats in port 
it is no doubt an accommodation to our 
merchants for an outside boat to take their 
freights. If, however, they hold tbeir 
freights over for a day or two until the reg- 
ular packet comes in tbey would be equally 
as well served, and their freights as expe- 
ditiously transported, as Louisville boats 
generally, if not always, make their trips 
more expeditiously than any others. In 
tbe meantime we think our merchants and 
shippers would find it their best interest to 
establish and sustain home boats. * 

Yesterday there were two boats for Mem- 
phis from this port — the Liberty No. 2 and 
tbe Morning Star. To-day we do not think 
there will be even one, and like enough 
none to-morrow. Some accommodation or 
understanding should be had among the 
stesmboat owner to better regulate the days 
of departure of their boats, or else our 
shippers will in tbe end give the outside 
boats tbe preference.

The Merchants' Daily Exchange I* now an assured suc- 
cess, and in addition to the regular dispatches from New 
York arrangements hare been perfected to receive daily, 
on or before 1 r. a., the dally report of the Cincinnati 
market. The report will embrace whisky, flour, hogs, 
and provisions. 

Tne attendance at the Exchange to-day was Quite 
large, but tbe sales were of a limited character, as there 
was but little animation in the market. Samples of oyer 
3,000 barrels of flour were offered, but the bids were light, 
as there is at present but very little export demand. 
Sales were made at as for superfine, t7 for plain aatra, 
and 910011 for extra family. A few tons of bran were dis- 
posed of at 913 per ton; a lot of 5,000 pounds bacon clear 
tides, packed, sold at 22>t@23c, and a round lot of now 
lard was offered at 23V,® 4c; a lot of 1(0 kegs sold on 
private terms, and 80 kegs ketUe rendered at 26c. A lot 
o! 109 bag* choice potatoes sold at tl per bushel. 

The hog slaughtering Is progressing slowly, with the 
killing of 760 hogs by Owsley A Co., and 700 head by O. 
W . Thomas A Co. The market has a decided downward 
tendency for hogs, with a perfect panic in the Cincin- 
nati market. Here there are 1,000 hogs in the stock 
yards, exclusive of packers' pens, which are freely off r- 
ed at 10c gross.
